A STRANGE SEQUEL. 

The sequel to this story 1s as strange as the 
story itseif. The wide publicity given to the 
marriage xt the bride’s request, she having 
given the nanies of several papers in which 
she wished reports to appear, has brought 
inquiries from four widely separated points 
for four missing young ladies, each named 
Amelia A. Royse, each having disappeared 
during the last week in November, and the 
description of each agreeing fairly wich that 
of the eccentric bride. : 

On Tuesday morning last Justice Freeman, 
who performed the ceremony, received a let- 
ter from Henry Pugh, of Cutter street, Cin- 
cinhati, stating that Amelia A. Royse had 
rented a suite of rooms of him and had mys- 
terieusly disappeared on Friday, the day 
preceding the marriage in Erie. Mr. Pugh 
said she was a highly educated young lady of 
an excellent family and fully capable of com- 
mitting the eccentricity reported. He de- 
scribed her as possessing a wealth of auburn 
hair, but the Amelia who married Traynor 
was a brunette with short black curls. ‘This 
seemed to settle the question of the Cincin- 
nati Amelia A. Royse. 

That same evening the justice received a 
telegram from Mrs. Margaret Royse,of Wash- 
ington, D. C., stating that Ametia A. Royse 
had disappeared from thatcity a few days 
before, and that it was feared she was the 
‘veiled lady’’ of Erie. The telegram was 
followed by a letter giving a description of 
the Washington Amelia, and informing the 
magistrate that she was insane on the subject 
of marriage. But.the description of the Erie 
bride dees not fit the Washington beauty, 
and the magistrate began to ponder upon the 
remarkable coincidence of three Amelias 
disappearing about the same time. 

H's perplexity was increased yesterday by 
another létter. 1t was dated Austin, Cook 
covuty, Lil., and contained an urgent request 
for the fullest information of Amelia A 
Royse, who departed clandestinely last week 
and was just the high strung, heroic girl to 
sacrifice herself to save the man she loved 
| from marrying ber: 

THE LEPROUS TAINT. 

Before the justice had fully recovered from 
this Jatest surprise, another letter came to 
Erie, begging in the name of God and the 
saints to detain the young lady until friends 
arrived to take her home. 7 his letter is dated 
from Beauport, Qaebec, and tells a touching 
story of Amelia Royse—uo middle A in this 
instance—who disappeared from her friends 
while staying in Montreal three months ago. 
This fifth Amelia comes nearer the descrip- 
tion of the one married, but a French accent 
and two gray eves are wanting to complete 
the identification; also about ten years of 
life. This Amelia Royse is thirty-one years 
old, and for ten years pas been engaged to be 
married to Victor Bailasche, a French Cana- 
dian merchant. She had put ot! the mar- 
riage year after year, although admitting 
that he was dearerto her than any man on 
earth. The reason of her repeated postpone 
ments was to ascertafn if she had inherited 
leprosy from her mother, who died of that 
loathsome disease at the leper settlement. 
Four members of her family have also per- 
ished after years of suffering from leprosy, 
and until she was satisfied that her blood was 
not tainted she would not consent to marry, 
and perbaps perpetuate the disease in others. 
Although earnestly pressed to say yes, she 
heroically resisted the temptation to mapry 
the man she loved. Six months ago she 
discovered several dark incrusted spots upon 
herarm, and believing these to be leprous 
spots, she shut herself up, and finally left her 
friends without a sign clew as to where 
she was going. The Quebec Amelia was not 
acquainted in the cities of Washington, Bal- 
timore and Denver, to which the Erie Amelia 
directed papers to be sent. It is just probable 
that all the returns of absent Amelias are not 
yet in.

PARNBLL’S LA'E SPEECH 


Characterized to Bethe Most Outspoken Attack Yet 
Ou the Government. 


Lonpon, December 13.—The Times in its 
leading editorial] to-day says: There was never 
a more uncompromising defiance flung in the 
face of the English nation or government 
than when Mr. Parnell, in his speech in the 
rotunda at Dublin on Tuesday evening, de- 
clared war upon the constitutional prin- 
ciples and connection between LEng- 
land and Ireland. It ig impossible 
for the public men of England to regard this 
renewal of Irish warfare with indifference or 
contempt. The situation is serious and will 
tax the ability of English statesmen to the 
utmost. 

W. E. Forster, member of parliament, ex- 
chief secretary for Ireland, addressed his con- 
stituents to-night at Bradford. He said that 
in any franchise bill that the government 
might introduce in parliament, he inferred 
they intended that Ireland should be includ- 
ed, and he agreed with them. {Cheers} The 
more he thought of it the more clearly con- 


| vinced he became that Ireland should be in- 


eluded in the bill. He was not surprised at 
Parnell’s recent speech. He sometimes 
thougit Parnell wished that the government 
would refuse ireland the benefits of the fran- 
chise bill, in order that he might increase the 
number of hisfollowers. Forster believed that 
inclusion of Ireland might fora time increase

fhe Government Keeping Secret the Names of the Ju 
rore-No Chance for the Avenger. 
Lonpon, December 13.--The solicitors and 
friends of O'Donnell! have found five of the 
jurors Who convicted him. Three of these 
desire @ meeting of the whole twelve should 
be held in order to explain their verdict 
and arrest the execution of the condemned 
man. It is believed that unless the other jurors 
are found by to morrow, it 1s scarcely prob- 
able that the execution will be stopped. The 
crown authorities have refused to give the 
addresses of jurors to O’Donpnell’s friends 
The letterof A. M. Sullivan to Chsries Rus- 
sell, chiefof @’Donnell’s counsel, in refeernce 
.o the alleged misapprehension of Judge 
Denman’s language in his charge to the jury, 
contends that Judge Denman misdirected the 
minds of the jarv when he intimated that 
there Was no evidence that Carey had a re- 
volver. O’Donnell’s friends maintain that 
although no evidence was offered to this 
effect, there was proof that Carey was not 
armed, and that by harping on the word 
evidemce instead of using the word proof, the 
judgé obtained a verdict of guilty of willful 
murder. United States Minister Lowell says 
that if any of the jury say their verdict 
was intiuenced thereby, he is willing to seek 
a mitigation of the sentence. Six members 
of the jury have now been found. Three of 
them say that their verdict was intluenced by 
the j@dge’s dictum. One of them has offered 
the use of his house for a meeting ot the jury 
to review the matter. The government re- 
fuses to give the addresses of the jury because 
of the recent threats of the newspaper, the 
United Irishmen, against them. If a meet- 
ing Of the jury were possible the crown might 
be’ torcead to mitigate the sentence, 
but there is no hope of tracing 
the remaining members of the jury in time 
to prevent the execution of the death sen- 
tence. Itis now understood that the jury 
stood 7 for murder and 5 for manslaughter 
before the dictum ot Judge Denman was de-

Lonpon, December 13.—The khedive in{his 
interview at Cairo yesterday with a corres- 
pondent of tha London daily Telegraph, said 
that should E! Mahdi reach the first o. second 
cataract of the Nile, it would become easier 
for Egypt to strike a decissive blow at him. 
Kgypt, he said, would never withdraw from 
Soudan.

in Bibb county jail this morning. Since the 
issuing of the order by the ordinary for being 
transferred to Milledgeville he has been plac- 
ed in jail.

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VIRGINIA’S PUBLIC DEBT. 


Dbemocratic Hesolutionse Dee'aring it t« Forever 
Settled. 

LICHMOND, Va., December 13.—In both 
houses of the general assembly to day, a joint 
resolution was introduced by the democratic 
members, declaring first: That the people of 
Virginia have accepted the act of February, 
1882, known as the Riddleberger bili, as the 
ultimate settlement of the debt of the state; 
that it is their unalterable purpose that this 
settlement shall be final, and any expectation 
that any other basis will ever be made or tol- 
erated by the peOplewf Virginia is absolutely 
illusory and “hopeless. Second—That the 
interests of the public creditors as 
weil AS the satiety and welfare 
of the state require that the settlement shall 
be accepted by the creditors as well as by 
the state, and therefore the general assembly 
ot Virginia, on behalf of all the people of the 
state, advise and call upon the holders of all 
bonds and claims against the commonwealth 
to come forward with promptness, and fund 
the same under the provisions of said act. 
Tnird—That the governor of the common- 
wealth be requested to communicaie these 
resolutions to the holders of the bonds and 
claims against the state by proclamation. The 
introiuction of this resolution is the result of 
a discussion in the democratic caucus last 
night, and there is no doubt of its adoption 
by the legislature. The senate finance com- 
mittee this morning reported a joint resolu- 
tion directing the treasurer not to refand 
hereafter money paid into the treasury under 
the actof January 14, 1882, until an appro- 
priation has been made for the purpose of 
paying the coupons tendered for taxes under 
said act. The state officers nominated ip 
caucus last night were elected to-day.
